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SUBMARINE CABLE TO VANCOUVER ISLAND PART OF B.C. ELECTRIC’ 


Industrial development has been taking place at an unprecedented rate 
of growth in British Columbia in the postwar years. On Vancouver 
Island, demand for electric energy grows rapidly, although hydro- 
electric development is limited.
